‘WIFE OR LAW SUIT?’ 


~ High Court To Define 
‘Quickie’ Divorces 


WASHINGTON—(/)—The Supreme Court has agreed to spell 
out, at least a little more precisely, the conditions under which a 
“quickie” divorce is good throughout the United States. ; 


The decision may shed. further 
light on the question: When a per- 
gon goes to such a State as Neveda 
* and obtains a divorce, under what 
circumstances can his home State 
throw the divorce out? 

The ruling may help to meet a 
demand last year from Justice 
Jackson. He asked then that the 
court rewrite the interstate di- 
vorce rules so a man who remar- 
ries and crosses a State line can 
know “whether he has a wife or 
a law suit.” . 

In other orders yesterday the 
eourt: 

1. Agreed to decide whether th 
Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia violates anti-trust laws in its 
exclusive contracts -with filling 
stations. Attorneys say the case 
affects a big part of the nation’s 
business, done through dealers 
who agree to handle only the 
goods of a certain producer. 

2. Refused to hear Film Star 
Joan Leslie’s plea that she should 
not be held to a Warner Prothers 
contract made when she was a 
minor of 17. The six-year agree- 
ment, made in 1942, starts at $600 
a week, advancing to $2,250. 

3. Declined to pass on the con- 
stitutionality of the Washington 
State Joint Legislative Committee 
on Un-American Activities. The 
order leaves in effect a Washing- 
ton Supreme Court ruling favor- 
able to the Committee, which had 
been attacked by the Washington 
Pension Union. The Committee 
had announced plans to publicize 
findings relating to what it termed 
“the Communist seizure and con- 
trol of the State organization o

Not Good bow the Bench 


Somehow we feel that the good name

Judge Byars, expressing pique and re- 
sentment at the Grand Jury, not merely 
expunged critical reference to him from 
the Grand Jury presentments, but pub- 
licly criticised the Griffin Daily News and 
in an unworthy display of petty revenge, 
withheld the presentments from publica- 
tion. : 


A person who is of a different political 
persuasion from Judge Byars might feel

Our Armed Forces Are Growing 


The first axiom in dealin;; with Soviet 
Russia is that this country’s position must 
be supported by sufficient armed strength 
to give substance to its decisions. How- 
ever regrettable it may be, the truth is 
the masters of the Kremlin recognize one 
and only one controlling factor in inter- 
national relations—force. 

That is why it is most gratifying that 
the armed strength of the United States 
again is growing. It will do no good at 
this late date to decry our foolhardiness 
in overruling the better judgment of the 
military men immediately after the war 
to rush demobilization. But at least we 
can admit we have learned a lesson. We 
won the war with the greatest fighting 
machine the world has known. But we 
came very nearly to losing the peace be- 
cause we mistakenly thought cessation of 
hostilities meant peace would automati- 
cally follow. It didn’t. 

From a postwar low of 1,266,000 offi- 
cers and men, the armed forces now have 
jumped back to a total of 1,518,000. So- 
viet Russia is estimated to have a mini- 
mum of 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 men under 


arms with reserves variously estimated up 
to about 17,000,000. 

The Air Force has grown to a strength 
of 400,000 personnel and 5,000 combat 
ready planes out of a total number of 
23,000 planes. The Army’s present strength 
is 623,806, while the Navy has 409,200. 

The nation’s shock force—the Marine 
Corps—now numbers 85,000. It will reach 
an authorized strength of 108,200 by June 
30, 1950. , 

Back of these forces stand more than 
1,000,000 Navy reserves—178,000 organ- 
ized, 307,000 National Guardsmen and 
113,000 Marine Reserves, of whom 38,000 
are organized into combat units. 

The nation this year is spending about 
$12,000,000,000 on its armed forces—or 
nearly one-third of the total national 
budget. Unless conditions improve, an 
even greater amount may be needed next 
year. 

Present critical relations between the 
Soviet bloc and the West demand that our 
armed forces be ready for any emergency. 
We cannot afford to risk an atomic ver- 
sion of Pearl Harbor.

Hedging Perils Russell Long's Election 


NEW ORLEANS—tThe attempt by Russell Long, 30-year-old son of the late Huey and Demo- 
eratic nominee for Senator in Louisiana, to cling to both Thurmond and Truman in the November vot- 


ing, has backfired to the point of possibly endangering his election. United States District Judge | 


Wayne G. Borah, while refusing to order the removal of Long’s name from one ballot column or 
the other, has agreed to hear arguments on a motion to require the votes for Long in the two 


columns to be tabulated separately. 


Such a separate count is desired to pave the 
way for a claim by Clem S. Clarke, Republican 
senatorial nominee, to the seat in the event he 
receives more votes than are cast for Long in 
either the Truman or Thurmond column. 


A contest in that event would be carried 
te the United States Senate, not only con- 
trolled currently by Republicans but con- 
taining several influential members on the 
Democratic side who remember poignantly 
the indignities they suffered at the hand of 
the late Sen. Huey Long. 


Russell Long’s danger might increase if the 
Senate election should result in an over-all tie, 
48 to 48, as some observers are predicting. In 


that case a motion to keep Long out until the, 


contest of his seat is decided probably would 
carry because Long could not vote until he is 
seated. A temporary majority, thus created, 
could proceed to organize the Senate, continuing 
Republican control of committees. 


The one thing certain at this moment is that 


the Longs, young Russell and his uncle, Gov. 


Earl K., have gotten themselves thoroughly in 
bad with both Truman and Thurmond sup- 
porters. 

Visiting the White House last June, Gov. 
Long promised President Truman that Louisiana 
would have no part in the growing States’ rights 
revolt. But a month ago the Louisiana Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, of which Gov. 
Long is a member, voted unanimously to give 
Thurmond and Wright, rather than Truman and 
Barkley, possession of the regular Democratic 
column on the ballot of this State. 

Under pro-Truman pressure, exerted inly 
by labor unions, a special session of the’ Laci>- 
lature, called by Gov. Long, opened the way for 
‘Truman and Barkley to run independently. The 
Legislature, incidentally, endeavored to protect 
local Democratic nominees from damage on ac- 
count of this presidential split by authorizing 
them to run on both tickets, and Russell Long 


promptly led the parade by filing double. 


The big shock to Russell came when Leander 
Perez, chief leader of the Dixiecrats and a nomi- 
nee for District Attorney, declined to permit his 
name to be entered in the Truman column with 
an accompanying blast against candidates who 
ostensibly opposed Truman but still tried to 
ride his coattails. 

Even more damaging to Russell Long in New 
Orleans was the action of its popular Congress- 
man, F. Edward Hebert, who also declined to 
run in the Truman column. 

There seems to be no doubt that Thurmond 
and Wright will carry the State. But because a 
lot of the States’ rights enthusiasts contributing 
to this result roundly hate the Longs and all of 
their works, there is a suspicion that quite a 
few of them will reach over to the Republican 
column to cast their senatorial votes for Clarke. 


* As to whether Truman or Dewey will 
place second in Louisiana opinion is about 
equally divided. Dewey received approxi- 
mately 20 percent of the State’s vote in 
1944, and the Republican campaign this year 
is much more aggressive. 


Paulin Duhe, Republican nominee for Con: 
gress in the Third (Sugar Bowl) District, is 
given a 50-50 chance to beat Edwin E. Willis, 
the Democrat nominated after the incumbent, 
Rep. James Domengeaux, retired to run unsuc- 
cessfully for senatorial nomination. 


A factor that has all the politicians in Louisi- 
ana guessing is an exceptionally large vote which 
all of them predict will be drawn out for and 
against a series of 41 constitutional amend- 
ments, designed mainly to give Gov. Long in- 
creased autocratic power.

They Paid Us To Ride 
_N. Decatur Trolleys 


I see by the papers that modern trackless 
trolleys will go into operation on the North De- 
catur line on Nov. 14. Which change will un- 

doubtedly be welcomed by every one of the 15,000 who ride that 
route daily. The old, two-man cars which have been rocking along 
the old tracks for so long should be turned out for scrap, save for 
one or two which might be kept as museum pieces. 

At the same time the new trolley busses start their Decatur 
service, the ancient five-cent fare on that line will go into the 


discard and the same fare now charged on other lines in the | 


Atlanta system will be in force. Few will begrudge that change, 
either. It isn’t worth the saving to ride the old cars and feel, all 
the way to town, that your vehicle is apt to turn over, fall to pieces 
or jump the track at any moment. 

But, anent that five-cent fare, there are many interesting tales 
to be told. 


You know how the five-cent fare came about, don’t 
Synonyms you? When the City of Decatur granted the trans- 
portation franchise to the street railway company, one trolley fare 
and five cents were synonymous and it never occurred to anyone 
they'd ever differ. The lawyer who drew up the contract wrote “one 
five-cent fare” instead of “one regular fare” practically by accident. 

Nevertheless it was legally binding and in force as long as the 
contract existed. It could only be abrogated by mutual consent of 
both parties to the contract. Of course, the City of Decatur wouldn’t 
give up the nickel fare, when regular fares on other routes began 
to go up. 

The street railway company, naturally, tried every possible 
legal means of breaking the contract, short of surrendering the 
franchise. There were many cases heard by the courts. 

When we first moved to

years we paid only the five-cent fare and I figured that the sav- 
ing of one—and later two—pennies per trip amounted to enough, 
in a year, to pay city taxes. 

Then the court ruled that the five-cent fare applied only to that 
portion of Decatur which was inside the city limits at the time the 
contract was signed. Which put my stop into the regular-fare zone, 
for Oakhurst had been annexed to Decatur after the signing of the 
contract. 

At one time the court held that if a patron ended his journey 
within the five-cent zone he could not be charged more, regardless 
of where his trip started. At that time the regular Atlanta tare was 
seven cents. So, if you started on some other route and trans- 
ferred to the North Decatur car, if you surrendered your transfer 
to the conductor at a stop inside the five-cent zone he refunded 
you two cents. 

(They told the story, then, of the conscientious conductor who 
saw a man leave the car without paying. So the conductor chased 
the man for two blocks, caught him, and had to give up two certts 
when the delinquent patron handed over a transfer.) 

But the courts later ruled out that refunding feature.

Complicated It must have cost the street railway company 
tional bookkeeping and similar costs, to operate under a two-fare 
system on one line. To say nothing of the necessity of maintaining 
the two-man cars. 

The way it has been, you pay your fare as you get on the car, 
when going from Decatur to Atlanta—paying five cents if you get 
on within the five-cent zone—regular fare after leaving that zone. 
Contrariwise, you pay as you leave the car when traveling from 
Atlanta to Decatur, your fare depending on at what stop you leave. 
Thus the folks who rode furthest paid least. And lots of patrons 
have, with logic, complained that going to town, those who paid 
least got on first and took all the seats, leaving the payers of the 
higher fare to hang to the straps. 

Well, it will all be history after Nov. 14.

assailant, a large wild rabbit, weighing about 
four pounds, it appears, who had given Neustadt 
this working-over. The rabbit was lying by 
the doorstep, very defunct, where Neustadt evi- 
dently had dropped him when he began to feel 
weak and dizzy after his disastrous fight. 

It is not yet quite clear to the McGees, and 
perhaps it is equally puzzling to Neustadt, just 
what happened. But. being somewhat familiar 
with rabbits, I believe I can visualize what trans- 
pired. Neustadt sees this rabbit sitting there 
placidly and pounces upon him, probably seiz- 
ing him by the throat, and the rabbit doubles 
himself up and strikes violently at Neustadt 
with his hind feet and catches him alongside the 
head with his long, sharp hind claws, sorely 
wounding the cat. Then the rabbit keels over 
and dies of fright. 

Some people may argue that a rabbit could 
not inflict such damage as this, but I will file 
an earnest demurrer to that. I still remember 
the time that I stuffed a live, middle-sized rab- 
bit inside my shirt, next to the skin, hoping 
to take him home. And he took fright inside 
there and started kicking and thrashing around 
with the claws of his sharp hind feet slashing 
me like knives, wounding me severely before I 
could rip the shirt off and free myself from 
his vicious assault. 

Neustadt, I think, took some of the same sort 
of rabbit punching, and to my way of thinking, 
he is very fortunate to have come out of such 
a fracas at all.

With fear, or with gleeful anticipation, or with a kind of wary hopefulness, Georgians are wait- | should 
ing to see what a new Talmadge regime will be like. 
Governor, Herman Talmadge, known as “Young Hummon,” will show to the world. 


Here is what he found. 


If outward ap- 


pearances count for anything, Young Hummon should provide a sharp contrast to his father, “Ol’ 


Gene” Talmadge. 


But a good many shrewd observers here who have watched the younger man 


in action fear that outward appearances count for very little. 


Certainly there is a surface contrast. Ol’ 
Gene’s loud bellowings, his single red gallus, his 
thick “wool-hat” diction, have all been discarded. 
Instead, Young Hummon goes in for neat blue 
suits, flowered ties, a suave manner, and gram- 
mar, even on the hustings. 


At one point during the recent cam- 
paign, Young Hummon’s advisers, worried 
by the comparative paléness of his platform 
manner, urged him to stop using grammar 
and three-syllable words, and to belch forth 
fire and brimestone, like Ol’ Gene. Young 
Hummon refused. And although Re made it 
clear that one of his first acts as Governor 
would be to find some way largely to dis- 
franchise the Negroes, he did so without his 
father’s customary rancor. 


The results were surprising. Young Hummon 
mot only held the traditionally pro-Talmadge 
rural counties, but won some of the urban 
“streetcar” counties as well, which his father 
had never done. And in the Georgia back coun- 
try, the verdict was unanimous: “Young Hum- 
mon’s even smarter than Ol’ Gene.” 

This may very well be true. Young Hummon, 
with his small, shrewd eyes, his jet-black hair, 
straight as an Indian’s, and his softly courteous 
manner (“Mighty nice of you to stop by, now 
you be sure to come again”) is a man to be 
reckoned with, according to those who should 
know. He is a thoroughly intelligent man, 
tough, determined and’ ambitious. And there is 
no doubt that his ambitions extend beyond the 
confines of the State of Georgia. 

His ambitions explain why he has infuriated 
the Dixiecrat leaders and given Truman a chance 
in Georgia by failing to embrace the Dixiecrat 
cause, for he undoubtedly remembers the fate 
of other Georgia politicians who have bolted the 
regular atic organization. His ambitions 
also explain the conscious contrast he is making 
to his father. Unlike Ol’ Gene, Young Hummon, 
nattily dressed and soft-spoken, is storming such 
citadels of respectability as the civic and busi- 
ness clubs, making earnest, intelligent speeches 
on good business or education or soil conser- 
vation. 

His father also entertained wider ambitions, 
and Herman Talmadge certainly remembers why 
Ol Gene never got to the Senate. The powers 
that be in Georgia decided that Talmadgeism 
was all very well for home consumption, but 
not for export. 

Yet astute Georgians are asking themselves 
just how far this conversion to moderation and 
respectability will go. One highly significant in- 
dex will be the future relationship between 


Young Hummon and one of his most ardent sup- 
porters, Doc Green, imperial wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

In his way, of course, the doctor is eminently 
respectable. His new red brick suburban house 


has a determined air of respectability. So does | 


his dentist’s office, with its aging magazines, its 
faded copy of Hippocrates’ Oath, and its vintage 
red leather dentist’s chair. The imperial wizard 
(he promoted himself from a mere grand dragon) 
is a dusty, gray, sad-looking, angry small man. 
Just as Harry Truman looks like that mythical 
figure “the average man” in person, so Doc 
Green, with his long, off-center face, his watery 
eyes and his small, timid moustache, looks like 
an unfriendly caricature of the average man. 


The imperial wizard will never himself be 
an important political figure. Yet he is an im- 
portant political symbol. For the moment, al- 
though it is growing, his Ku Klux Klan is more

NEW YORK—The citizen cannot realize how vicious the union racket is in its massive entirety 


unless he learns first how bad it is in its details. 


William Green, the President of the American 


Federation of Labor, and other ancient political fakers, bellow about the rights of labor and the 
“menace to freedom” of the Taft-Hartley Law, but they always refuse to discuss the corruption and 


the political badness of the individual unions which pay their tainted salaries. 
made the mistake of accusing me of exaggerating the corruption of his tributary unions.

his nose in it, good. I took a hand in sending to prison about 20 of his most powerful and predatory 
fellow servants of the faceless fool who marches in the Labor Day parades and showed up, alto- 


gether, about a hundred unregenerate jailbirds. 

They included one who actually had been 
convicted of stealing the coppers off the eyes of 
his departed subjects by robbing the widows’ 
and orphans’ benefit funds, but had been rein- 
stated as national treasurer as soon as Al Smith 
let him out of Sing Sing. It might seem strange 
that Green could continue to speak in the name 
of millions of union workmen but the fact that 
he has not been repudiated is not entirely the 
fault of the rank and file. 


I have often dealt with the criminality 
of an old swindler and alumnus of Atlanta 
prison named Ben Pross, who runs the 
liquor unions of New York and Jersey under 

riginating in Green’s AFL and 
paying te or loyalty to his outfit. Not- 
withstanding revelations which would have 
driven a man out of any position of promi- 
nence in any decent sector of our society, 
Pross extends his power day by day. 


Now here is our subject, Mr. Pross, with a 
mew union. It is called Wine and Liquor Store 
Employees’ Union, Local 122, affiliated with the 
Distillery, Rectifying and Wine Workers’ Inter- 
national Union of the AFL. 

Local 122 is rounding up retail liquor store 
clerks. But the contract which Pross is forcing 
on the owners of a thousand stores provides that 
only one person in each store may be exempt 
from the union’s jurisdiction. If a husband and 
wife own a store and do their own work, one 
or the other must join. One then becomes the 
employer, the other the employee, forbidden 
to reveal union secrets or discuss union matters 


with the boss. If the owners are partners, one 
must join and again the mutually hostile status 
of employee versus employer is fixed. The union 
is the sole judge of the “good standing” of its 
own members and may expel them for the most 
capricious and flimsy reasons or for no substan- 
tial reason whatever. In that case, the husband 
or wife of the employer-employee combination 
or the “employed” partner must be fired. The 
firm then must hire a stranger from the union 
hall, and pay that stranger a salary. 


So the spouse and the partner who join 
the union under compulsion as subjects of 
this notorious crook are effectively barred 
from working in their respective home 
store, anyway. 


The proprietor must guarantee the clerk 52 
weeks’ consecutive work per year, or five eight- 
hour days. 

The owner must check off the dues and as- 
sessments and pay them into the union. He 
must also pay a premium of 3 percent of the 
clerk’s pay.to the union, not to the clerk, as an 
insurance fund administered by the racketeer, 
Ben Pross, and his associates, who have been, 
habitually, his own subordinates and creatures. 
Pross absolutely controls the entire wine and 
liquor industry in the City of New York and in 
nearby New Jersey. And the most important 
fact of the situation is that this power of extor- 
tion and persecution is held by a thief, racketeer 
and Swindler who wouldn’t be trusted in a job
